THE CLASS OF 1952 RECALLS - - - 


S the Class of 1952, we can look back across the past five years 
aM with fond memories and a glowing satisfaction at the accomplish- 
ments of these years, 

In September of 1947, we entered Jefferson as eighth graders and 
felt as though we had been cast into a strange, new world, The build- 
ings and teachers were new to us and we wondered if we would ever be- 
come used to them.Slowly, however, the newness began to wear off and 
we became a part of Jefferson as Jefferson became a part of us. 

We returned to school in the fall of 1948 with a renewed enthusiasm 
for now we were true Jeffersonians, ready and eager to take an ever im- 
portant place in our studies, athletics, and in the social life of our school, 

Our sophomore year found us as the group that thought we had mas- 
tered everything, though in reality we knew very little. We found our- 
selves slowly moving up to positions of greater prestige in our social 
life at Jefferson,
